Bombardment of Paris. 
it is generally announced in the German 
camp sround Paris, says a cable telegram, 
that the bombardment of the city has been 
fixed for the lst of November, One hundred 
and thirty-four siege guns are already in po- 
sition, and a number more are on the way . 


Troechu’s Popularity. 

The salvation ot France seems to rest upon 
Gen. Trochu. His ability has been demon- 
strated, His good judgment and military ac- 
tivity have saved Paris so fer, and besides he- 
ing an able soldier, a pure man, and a patriot, 
his popniarity with the French people is up- 
_ bounded. 


Paris. 

* The news from the vicinity of Paris this 
morning is meager, and relates in a general 
manrer to preparations for offensiye move- 
ments on a large seale, The French claim 
that the particulars are importent, but are 
withheld for fear the intelligence may be of 
service to the enemy. 


The Seassons Massacre. 

The French report that the four thousand 
Mobiles which capitulated at Soissons had 
been massacred by the Prussians is undoubt- 
edly a canard, and probably originated from 
the fact that seven or eight of them were 
shot in an aliempt to breakaway. The whole 
force mutinied, but the vigilance of the Prus- 
sian guards prevented their escape. 


Evacuation of St. Quentin. 

St. Quentia, whose capture by the Prus- 
sians last week was considered of great im- 
portance to the army operating in the north 
of France, has been suddenly evacuated and 
the whole force recalled to Paris. La Ferte 
St. Aubin, in the same vicinity, has been re- 
yleved also, the Prussian foree, which was 
about completing ite preparations for a siege, 
having received s message from the Prussian 
headquarters and left for Paris in great baste. 
At the present writing there ie no news from 
Paris indicating a reason for this hasty recall 
of troops sent in an important direction. 


The Imprebabilities ef Peace. 

Itis said that Ressia has a peace move- 
ment of her own on foot and is acting inde- 
pendently of the other powers, and especially 
of the present scheme eet up by England. 
None of them are likely to effect anything at 
present. France is just now in such a condi- 
tion that the best peace she could obtain 
would necessarily be a humiliating one, un- 
jess Prussia should repudiate the nut un- 
reasomable rights of the eonquerer, which 
is very improbabie. Im other words, France 
cannot accept the terms that 
Pruseia wall give and Prussia will not give 
the terms. that France will accept, and the 
war inust go on. Prussia persists in ignoring 
the Provisjonal Government. The French 
people, ud les by thefr silence than their 
outspoken enthusiasm and support, have 
given their consent to its aythority, aad have 
recognized tt for the present as the govern- 
ment of their choice. There au irrecon- 
eillable diflerence between the two powers 
that ean only be settled by mortifying con- 
eessions from one side or the other. 


Engiand’s Intervention. 

The French are rather dubious of England’s 
honesty In her offer of intervention. They 
claim that France is now preparea for war 
for the first time; that Prussia has discovered 
this, and finds also that she has undertaken 
an impoesitality, and has gone to her old 
friend over the channel to help her out of 
the ugly predicament. England, after the 
G@isaster at Sedan, refused to listen to the 
solicitations of Favre, as well as the 
arguments of fhiers, and since theu 
has never been spproached by France 
om the question of 
mow that the Prussian army has stopped in- 
definitely before Paris, and the Prussians 
have found the task of conquering a peace an 
impossible one, she steps in very bluntly and 
does even more than France asked of her. 
The French believe that she comes at the 
lnstance and in the interests of Prussia. The 
Paris Government, it is said, will reject any 
basis for peace that does not involve the 
withdrawal of the Prussian troops from 
French territory. There. was a rumor in Lon- 
don last night that Eugenie had gone to Ver- 
salliea to sign a treaty of peace, as the only 
authority recogrized by the Prussian Govern. 
ment.
